Weed Control—A Key to 
Preduction 
The importance of weed control in 
successful grain crop produciion was 
again forcibly emphasized at the 7th 
Annual Western Canadian Weed 
Control Conference held recently in 
Edmonton. 
Remarkable Advances. Until the 
introduction of 2,4-D and other 
effective weed - killing chemicals 
’ farmers, extension specialists, and 
other agricultural workers were in- 
clined to maintain a defeatist atti- 
. tude towards our worst farm prob- 
lem—weed control, In recent years, 
however, the introduction of new, 
efficient and relatively inexpensive 
weed-killing chemicals has _com- 
pletely changed the picture. It has 
iven all weed fighters in Western 
‘anada a new lease on life—a new 
attitude towards the weed control 
program, Wecd-fighting has shaped 
from a costly, laborious, and dit- 
couraging farm operation to an 
effective, practical and profitabie 
farm practice, In 1958, for instance, 
no less tha: 12,121,000 acres of 
grain crops in the Prairie Provinces 
were treated with 2,4-D or MCP— 
the English cousin of 2,4-D. Chemi- 
cal weed control is here to stay. 
Progress Continues. At this year’s 
Weed Control Conference eapecial 
attention was given to new weed- 
killing chemicals, improvements in 
spraying and dusting machincry, the 
control of the hard-to-kill grass 
weeds (wild oats, green foxtail, and 
othere), and the deep-rooted peren- 
nial weeds, and to the importance 
of combining cultural and chemical 
weed control practices, It was re- 
ported that dual-purpose chemicals 
are now being developed which will 
contro! weeds and certain insects in 
one operation, New and_ better 
weed-killing chemicals are appear- 
ing each year. The trend is toward 
the development of specific chemi- 
cals for specific kinds of weeds, that 
is, one chemical to control one 
weed in one crop. Yes, in the years 
ahead, chemical weed control is 
bound to play an increasingly im- 
portant part in the succcesful and 
rofitable production of grain crc: 
E the Prairie Provinces: «

Now is a good time to set 
out the available poisons to in- 
tercept the coyotes before be gets 
that chicken, Attention to the 
problem at this time can pay big 
dividends, Three new cases of 
rabies in dogs and _ coyotes in 
northern Alberta have recently 
been confirmed again. Depopula- 
tion of predatory animals is one 
way to fight this menace, Every

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Studies Light! 
Sandy Soil 


Management of light sandy 
soils has been a major prob. 
lem for many. years. These 
soils are relatively low in fer- 


and have a low water|: 


tilit 
helding capacity. 

They ‘lack fibre content and 
during dry years they are very 
subject to wind erosion. On the 
other hand they are just as sub- 
ject to water erosion during wet 
years, This means that sound 
farming practices must be fol- 
lowed in order to farm such land 
profitably. 

The Metiskow Substation is rep- 
resentative of a large portion of 
the light sandy soils of Central 
Alberta. These soils have proved 
suitable for mixed farming. Areas 
that are too hilly for farming are 
used profitably as native pasture. 

It has been found that erosion 
on the cultivated land can be re- 
duced greatly through use of for- 
age crops, trash cover farming, 
and proper cultural management. 
the fibre content of the soil can 
be maintained by periodically seed- 
ing a grass-legume mixture and 
leaving it for a period of three or 
four years, 

Experience has shown that 
there is little danger of wind 
erosion if the sod is broken early 
in the spring and seeded to a 
grain crop as soon as possible. 

Not more than two successive 
grain crops should be grown on 
these soils, otherwise the fertility 
of the soil may become depleted. 
Seeding forage crops with a nurse 
crop has not proven satisfactory 
because of limited moisture. It is 
more practical to delay seeding 
the forage crops until late Fall or 
early Spring when they may be 
seeded directly into the stubble. 
This type of rotation not only pro- 
vides feed for livestock but con- 
trols soil erosion and aids in 
maintaining the fibre content and 
fertility of the soil. 

The average hay yields on this 
rotation over a three-year period 
have been 1.01, 1.08 and 0.86 tons 
per acre for the 1st, 2nd and 8rd 
year old hay stands respectively. 
Most of the grain crops during 
this period have been cut for 
feed, 

If cash crops are desired, Says 
L. J. Anderson, Lacombe Experi- 
mental Station, two-year or three- 
year grain rotations may be used 
satisfactorily, When such rota- 
tions are used, careful attention 
must be paid to maintain a trash 
cover on all fallow fields, 

This may be accomplished 
through use of implements such as 
the Noble blade cultivator. In 
the grain-fallow rotations, during 
a fourteen year period at the 
Metiskow Substation, the average 
yleld of wheat after fallow has 
been 13.8 bushels per acre and for 
oats after fallow 28.0 bushels per 
acre. In comparison the average 
yield in a three-year rotation of 
fallow-wheat-oats has been 10.6 
bushels for wheat and 13.9 bushels 
per acre for oats, 

On a net returns basis the two 
year rotations are favored slight- 
ly over the three-year rotation. 
The additional yield through the 
use of Ammonium Phosphate 
11-48 fertilizer at 25 pounds per 
acre on wheat has been from 8 to 
5 bushels per acre, 

Although varying climatic con- 
ditions play an important role in 
any farm economy there is no 
reason to believe that the rota- 
tions and farming practices out- 
lined above should not prove prac- 
tical at other locations having a 
similar soil type as at Metiskow. 
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This pattern is complete for 
tracing and assembling everything 
shown in the sketch except the

“The business landscape,” he 
said, “has begun to show a more 
varied pattern of light and shade. 
Some industries, particularly those 
dependent on export markets, have 
been encountering difficulties. Com- 
petition has been keener, both in 
domestic and foreign trade.” 


Mr, Ball maintained that, while 
these developments did not justify 
a@ gloomy view of Canada’s pros- 
pects, they did suggest the need 
for “a healthy awareness that 
boom conditions of easy selling 
and easy profits are subsiding.” 

“I am still an optimist,” he said, 
“regarding Canada’s future, but 
sensible optimism includes a candid 
recognition that the immediate 
Prospect places a renewed empha- 
sis on salesmanship, efficiency and 
sober realism.” 


More Intensive and Economic Use 
of Resources 


The speaker saw in the improve- 
ment that had taken place during 
the past year in the sphere of in- 
ternational’ trade and finance “a 
great opportunity for further bold 
advances towards more intensive 
and economic use of resources,” 

He felt it would be tragic if, 
just at the time when the military 
and political defences of nations 
of goodwill were being strengthen- 
ed, the economic gains of the re- 
cent past were to be lost. 

“It is up to all of us, in all 
countries, who stand with private 
enterprise to demonstrate here and 
now that the system that we right- 
ly believe produces most and con- 
tributes most fully to well-being 
does not inevitably beget periods 
of slump and mass unemployment. 

“That, as I see it, is the great 
and immediate challenge of the 
present day. And that challenge 
will not be met if the bogey of 
over-production should drive indi- 
vidual nations behind the barri- 
cades of high tariffs and intensi- 
fled restrictions,” 

Mr, Ball saw the need of the 
immediate future as the speedy 
furtherance of trade policies based 
fundamentally on recognition of 
three facts: first, that the welfare 
of the free natons is inter-depend- 
ent; second, that the objective of 
“trade not aid’ can be achieved 
only with the full realization that 
trade is a two-way process; and, 
third, that it is idle to talk of 
enduring peace without deliberate 
measures designed to help less for- 
tunate countries to help themselves 
by giving them a fair chance to 
sell in external markets. 


General Manager Presents 
. Record Report 
Arthur C, Jensen, general man- 
ager, presented the bank’s 136th 
annual statement, showing depos- 
its, loans and total resources at 
the highest figures on record, with 
earnings moderately up from the 
1952 level. ‘ 

Commenting on the rise in the 
bank’s current loans to a new 
high of $787 million, the general 
manager pointed out that “the in- 
crease of $124 million is considere 
able and, while it reflects the addie 
tional funds required to finance 
the large carryover of wheat as 
well as some increase in the cone © 
sumer credit field, most sectors of 
our loaning business are in higher 
figures than at the end of the last 
fiscal year.” 

Mr. Jensen referred to the ree 
cent proposal by the Federal Gov- 
ernment to empower the chartered 
banks to lend money against 
mortgage security for new hous-- 
ing. “I think I should perhaps say 
that, for our part, we are exame 
ining the proposal with a co-op- 
erative and open mind, particular- 
ly in view of those features that 
provide for insurance of mortgages 
and for eligibility of such mort- 
gages for rediscount at the Bank 
of Canada,” 

Scant Evidence of Downturn 

Business 

In concluding his review of bust- 
ness conditions, the general man- 
ager referred to the commonly 
heard suggestion that 1954 might 
witness some slowing down in 
Canada's progress. ‘Certainly, if 
there is any appreciable or pro- 
longed slackening of business ac- 
tivity in the United States,” he 
said, “it is only to be expected 
that the effects will be felt in this 
country, 

“It is not my purpose here to 
attempt to prophesy, but rather 
to paint in the economic backe 
ground against which the bank’s 
annual report is presented. What- 
ever the coming year may have 
in store, however, it is worth em- 
phasizing that there is as yet 
scant evidence of any general or 
sharp downturn in the pace of 
business,” 

Mr, Jensen praised the bank's 
staff for their performance in 
meeting, the high volume of busi- 
ness. He explained that the bank 
was continuing to develop its 
mechanization program to the 
maximum practical degree to as- 
sist he staff in handling the im- 
mense volume of work, and that 
it was likewise keeping under con- 
stant review all matters relating © 
to the welfare of the staff.
